PRESIDENT GIVES 


WELCOMETO6,800 


/ N otable New Year’s Reception 


‘Held at the White House, 
Where Roosevelt Had 
DIPLOMATS LEAD LINE. 
Has Its First Opportanity 
to See Official Home Since It 
Has Been Remodeled 
and Changed.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 1.—{Special.]—Ex- 
actly 6,800 persons shook hands with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at his reception today, and 
it required three and a half hours for the 
chief executive to greet them. ‘The pres- 
ident, leaving out fractions, shook hands 
with an average of thirty-two persons 
a minute, or 1,942 an hour. Mr. Roosevelt 
Was not at all fatigued at the conclusion of 
the reception, and after it was over stood for 
a few moments chatting with a score of 
uniformed army and navy offi-

PS RESOLVE 0 KILL, 


GOLDBEATER SLAYS A RELATIVE 
ON NEW YEAR’S DAY. 


Herman Rennock, Who Declares That 
He Was Justified in His Miasien of 
Murder, Shoots Oscar Kreitling, His 
Brother-in-Law—Fatal Shot Fired 
im the Presence of the Victim’s 
Wife—Sisters Figure in the Trag- 
edy—Slayer Under Arrest. . 


Beginning the new year with a resolution 
to kill, Herman Rennock, a gold beater, went 
in search of his brother-in-law yesterday 
and carried out his purpose. The murdered 
man was Oscar Kreitling, a florigt, who for 
more than twenty years owned a store at 392 
West Twelfth street. 

Kreitling was shot while he was working 
in his store, shortly after 4:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon. His wife was working by his side 
just before the fatal shot was fired: His 
death ensued at the County hospital at 8 p. m. 

After shooting Kreitling Rennock was 


+ overcome by grief and assisted his victim to 


the office of a physician across the street, 
only to be possessed again by a spirit of 
wrath and to try to inflict further injury to 
the half unconscious man. 


‘Sergeant Tyrrell and Policeman Mooney of, 


the Maxwell street stafion, who had been in- 
formed of the shooting, ran into the physi- 
cian’s office in time to disarm Rennock and 
place him under arrest. | 


Resolution to Kill 


The shooting was the result of an alleged 
confessidn made by Mrs. Rennock to her hus- 
band on New Year’seve. Rennock declared 
to the police that Kreitling had endeavored 


to break up his homeand that he had bought 
or killing him. 


Kreitling and Rennock were married to 
sisters, Kreitling having been married ten 
years ago and Rennock three years later. 
Kreitling had a son 6 years old and Rennock 
has two children. 

Rennock, who lives at 1008 West Thir- 
teenth street, told the police that Kreitling 
had intruded on his family a number of times 
and that he had remonstrated with him, but 
without avail On New Year's eve, he de- 
clared, his wife gave him information that 
led to his resolution to start the new year by 
killing Kreitling. 

According to Rennock, he was awakened 
in the morning by the 5 year old daughter 
of Kreitling, who called at his home to 
spend the holiday. From the child Ren- 
nock ascertained that: his intended victim 
had gone to his store to remove the holiday 
decorations. To Mrs. Rennock’s pleas not 
to harm Kreitling Rennock replied that he 
would seek merely an explanation. 


Shot in Presence of Wife. 


When Rennock reached Kreitling’s store 
at 4:30 in the afternoon he found that Mrs. 
Krietling had left the family residence at 
1571 West Twelfth street and was assisting 
her husband in the store. Disregarding Mrs. 
Kreitling, Rennock accused the florist and 
was in turn told that he would be thrown 
from the store. As Kreitling walked for- 
ward Rennock drew his revolver from his 
overcoat pocket and fired. ; 

Kreitling fell to the floor and for a moment 
Rennock stood over him flourishing his re- 
volver, but Mrs. Kreitling’s pleas prevented 
him from doing further harm. 

“T’ll help him to a doctor and give hima 
chance,” Rennock said. 

He assisted the wounded man to his feet 
and led him across the street to. the Union 
Traction power house building, where several 
physicians have offices, but none of the doc- 


tors was in and Kreitling was laid on the [ 


floor of one of the offices. Then as Mrs. 
Kreitling bent over her husband Rennock 
declared he had been too lenient. 

“T'll finish the job now,” he shouted, as 
he again drew the ‘revolver, but before he 
could raise the weapon Policemen Tyrell 
and Mooney disarmed him. 


Mrs. Rennock was notified of the shooting, | 
but did not visit her husband during the | 


evening. Kreitiing was taken to the county 
hospital, where he died. He was 88 years old.

FIRST MESSAGE FROM HAWAII 
SENT BY DOLE TO ROOSEVELT. 


United States Possessions in the Mid- 
dle of the Pacific Enjoy Telegraphic 
Communication with the Rest of 

e Werld for the First Time in 
Their History—Formal Announce- 
ment of the Fact Flashed Under the 
Ocean to the President. 


HONOLULU, Jan. 1~—The Pacific cablé 
was spliced to the shore end at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. Signals were exchanged with. 
San Francisco at 11:08 tonight (San Fran- 
ciscd time), and few minutes later Presi- 
dent Dole sent the first formal message un- 
der the ocean, It was directed to President 
Roosevelt. 
| New Line Works Fast. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 1.—[Special,]— 
The first message from Honolulu over the 
Pacific cable was received here at 11:08 
o'clock tonight. The signals were perfect 
at both ends. The speed was fast, but the 
operators have not figured out the rate at 
which the earlNest messages were exchanged.

Then came a cablegram from the cable offi- 
clals at Honolulu to Clarence Mackay, pres- 
ident of the Commercial Pacific Cable com- 
pany. Company messages followed rapidly, , 
greetings being exchanged, and messages of . 
good will and prosperity passing rapidly to 
and fro. 

The local operator said that the cable 
worked like an old timer, and surprise was 
expressed at the speed and accuracy. 


Started on Dec. 14. 
_ The laying of the cable from San Francisco 
to Hawali was begun three weeks ago, and 
there was a delay at the start due to high 
wind and seas which prevailed. On the l4th 
of December last the land end of the cable 
was placed aboard the Silvertown and 
spliced, and, reeling out the cable at the 
rate of about eight knots an hour, the 8il- 
vertown started for Hawail. From day to 
day communications have been received re- 
porting progress in the work.

The 
culture to which the 1 per cent solution had 
been added showed in thirty minutes a fifth 
as many colonies as the untreated culture. 

“ These tests simply confirm my suspic- 
ions,”’ said Dr. Park. “ It is far safer and 
easier to boil the water or filter it properly 
than to trust to lemon juice as a destroying 
agent. Of course, it is simply. ridiculous to 
say that the acid would destroy any typhoid 
germs that might be contained in oysters by 
sprinkling it on the outside.” __ 


ODELL BEGINS SECOND TERM. 


New York’s Governor Reinaugurated 
with Elaborate Ceremony—Hints. 
to the Legislature. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 1—Gov. B. B, Odell 
Jr. was today inaugurated for his second 
term as the chief executive of New York. 
The occasion was an unusually brillfant one, 
marked by the presence of many 4istin- 
guished visitors and the participation of a 
large repres ntation of the national guard, 
as well as of crowds of people from all parts 
of the state.

One of the jurors, 
according to apparently reliable informa- 
tion, disqualified himself after he was sum- 
moned for service by remarking in the pres. 
ence of two or more persons: “If they ac- 
cept me I will either hang the girl or hang 
the jury.” | 

In his examination this juror answered the 
questions of the lawyers satisfactorily, and 
upon hig oath declared he kad at no time ex- 
pressed.an opinion coneerning the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant. 

The remark accredited to the juror ts said 
to have been made to a justice of the peace in 
Keithsburg, who within the last two 
weeks ‘has communicated the fact to the 
defense and has been at work gathering evi- 
dence that may be used against him in the 

In the event the jury returns a verdict 
acquitting Miss Dunlap.no action may be 
taken against the juror, but a conviction will 
be dttended with a demand for a new trial | 
and prosecution of the disqualified juror. 

“ We have known for over two weeks,” 
said Attorney J. H. Connell, one of the coun- 
sel for the defense, *‘ of the charge against 
one of the jurors. A number of letters have 
come to us stating that the juror had made 
@ remark to the effect that he either would 
hang the girl or the jury, and we have made 
a partial investigation. I do not care to say 
what we will do, or whether the charge has 
been found true. It is easy to hear reports 
that cannot be verified.”"_- 

Says Charge Is Unfounded. 

State’s Attorney Graham also has heard 
the rumor that one of the jurors was not 
competent to sit in the trial He admitted

The 
ceremony was attended by 15,000 persons 
assembled in a vast ampitheater erected on 
the spot where the late Queen Victoria was 
proclaimed the first empress of India by 
the then viceroy, Earl Lytton. 

Tens of thousands of people from the city 
of Delhi and from villages far and near be- 
gan gathering at daybreak on the great 
plain outside the city. There they waited 
patiently for the supreme announcement of 
the durbar that King Edward was em 
oF India. Soon the great plain was filled 
with crowding masses of people, and the 
brightly colored clothing of the vast throng 
covered the space with gorgeous hues. The 
crowd on the plain was composed largely of 


_the common people, but among it could be 


seen the retainers of the various rajahs, who 
had assembled for the function. 


Great White Amphitheater. 


The attention of all was fixed upon the 
white amphitheater in the center of the 
plain where the announcement was to be 
made. The amphitheater was adorned with 
giided cupolas and surrounded by batteries, 
squadrons, and battalionsof the Indan army. 
Beyond the amphitheater, in the distance, 
could be seén great numbers of elephants, 
camels, and horses. So vast was the multi- 
jude that the troops appeared. as mere 
eplashes of color.

New Licensing Act Goes Into Effect 
and Judges Enforce Its Strin- 
gent Clauses.

When she got into the east room she 
looked up into the face of a young colored 
man Who escorted her and said in a bewil- 
dered way: ‘“ Well, I ain’t seed nobody yet.” 
Most of the last callers blocked the door of 
the east room in their efforts to get a back- 
-ward look at the president and receiving 
party, declaring that they had not seen a 
single person. ~- 

Those who watched the New Year's re- 
ception at the White house today were im- 
pressed by the fact that President Roosevelt 
was extremely considerate of the old, the 
crippled, and the children. His greeting to 
every one who called to pay his or her re- 
spects was cordial, but when an old man or 
woman appeared their gray hairs and 
wrinkled faces seemed to make the presi- 
dent determined to do all in his power to 
make the remainder of their lives as py 
as posible. 

He fairly bubbled over when greeting 
the aged, and whenever an _ unfortunate 
cripple appeared the president never failed to 
stop and speak a kind word. He was tender 
in his greeting to little children, and many 
‘parents in Washington tonight are happy 
over the fact that their offspring attracted 
the attention of so great a man as the presi- 
dent of the United States, and elicited from 
him some kindly expressfon or @ wish for 
their success in life.

Relics of Her Tour of the World Now 
on View at the National. 
. Museum. — 


Washington, D. C., Jam 1.~A valuable cold 


lection of relics of the tour of President and 
Mrs. Grant around the world today were 
placed for the first time on public exhibition 
in the national museum here, Their transfer 
to the government was provided for in the 
will of Mrs. Grant, to whom they were orig- 
inally presented. 

They consist of an ancient Japanese cab- 
inet of exquisite lacquer work inlaid with 
gold, presented by the empress of Japan; a 
pair of large, modern bronze vases, em- 
bossed, blazoned, and decorated, presented 
by the emperor of Japan; a lady's gold drees- 
ing case in the shape of an urn, with several 
smaller cups, the gift of the king and queen 
of Siam; a silver perfume toilet set of manu- 
mental sand classical design, with fine fila- 
gree; and a chest containing old manuscripts, 
including poems and other writings of great 
antiquity. The collection was placed beside 
that of Gen. Grant’s relics, which have been 
in the government’s custody for several] 
years.

SOUTH SIDE LINES FAIL TO MAKE 
PASSENGERS COMFORTABLE. 


Sixty-third and Sixty-frsf Street Ve- 
hicles Are Without Proper Tllumi- 
nation, While the Wentworth Ave- 
nue “Longs” Are So Cold That Pa- 
trons Threaten to Take Their Own 
Heating Apparatus 
When They Begin Their Journeys. 


Many of the patrons of the electric surface 
lines of the south side of Chicago are willing 
temporarily to forget the “ no seat no fare”’ 
cry, and substitute for it, ‘“‘ no heat no fare.” 

During the chilling weather of the last 
few weeks patrons of the Sixty-third street 
and the Sixty-first street electric lines have 
deciared that they often have been without 
light in their cars, while passengers on the 
Wentworth avenue Hine have complained 
that during the rush hours no attempt ts 
made to supply the big trolley cars with 
heat. 


- Conductors and motormen on the lines in 
Guestion admit that a bad state of affairs 
exists, but most of them say that the remedy 
lies in the completion of the new power house 
at Twentieth and State streets. They say 
that, for the present, the only way the pas- 
sengers can be made comfortable is to take 
off some of the cars and turn the surpius 


which are in use. | 
Meanwhile passengers on the Sixty-third 
street line have threatened to carry lanterns 
to supply light, and a few have gone so far 
as to adopt this expedient. 
On the Wentworth avenue line the pas- 
sengers shiver and complain of the lack of 
heat, but the trafn crews are powerless, as 
the electric heaters do not give forth any 
warmth, because there is no power to be 
veed for that purpose. Charcoal foot warm- 
ers and hot water bottles have been sug- 
ested for the passengers who travel on the 
Wentworth avenue line. | 
One of the trainmen on the Sixty-third 
street line did not mince words when he dis-

cussed the defects of that line. He sald: 
“ Dirty brushes on the motors can be held 
responsible for the poor light on our cars. 
The dirt and snow clog the brushes. and 
often the lights go out. They are contin- 
ually flickering, growing brighter and dim- 
mer according to the condition of the 
. brushes, and we have found that it is pretty 
hard to keep the cars well lighted in the 
winter time.”’ 
‘Another employé on the Sixty-third street 
line gives’a different version. 

“* Insufficient power ig the cause of the dim 
lights,” said he, *‘and until they get more 
power they will have poor lights. The mo- 
tors are practically perfect, and it is next to 
impossible for the brushes to get out of 
order to such an extent that they will affect 
the lights day in and day out.” 


New Cars Have Critics. 


Since the long and heavy cars have been 
put on the Wentworth avenue line there 
have been many complaints that the cars 
are not heated and lighted properly. These 
cars consume much more power than the 
old and smaller cars, and as the company 
has put a larger numbér of cars into serv- 
ice it is said that the present plant is unable 
to supply sufficient power for motive, heat- 
ing, and lighting purposes. 

“It takes three times as much eleetricity 
to heat one of the big cars by means of the 
electric heaters under the seats as it does to 
P run the car,’’ said one of the Wentworth ave- 
‘nue trainmen. “ This means that when cold 
weather comes on the plant must supply an 
amount of power equal to that required to 
run four times the usual number of cars on 
the line. 
However, a néw power house is being built, 
and when it is completed--I don’t know when 
—I think there will be sufficient heat and 
light for all cars at all times. 

“As it is now we can heat the cars during 
the less busy hours of the day, but when 
there is specially heavy traffic in the morn- 
ing and evening and many extra cars are 
put on there is not enough power to go 


in some of the cars.”

‘Inereases: Date from Sept. 15,

Three hundred barn, shop, and general em- 
ployés of the Union and Consolidated Trac- 
tien companies have had their wages in- 
creased 10 per cent by the arbitration board

PEACE MEETING * 
IN THE BALANCE. 


Hermann’s Delay May Result 
in Breaking Off Nego- 
tiations Entirely. 


POSTPONEMENT CERTAIN. 


Old League Committee Must Have 
Power to Act, Says Ban” 
Johnson.’ 


President Ban Johnson sent a firmly word- 
ed telegram yesterday to Garry Hermann, 
chairman of the National league peace com- 
mittee, stating the American leaguers would 
go no further in the matter of peace negotia- 
tions until the promise was made good that 
the National league committee would have 
full power to act at the conference. 

The telegram was a reply to a message 
received several days ago asking Johnson to 
name the date and final details for the meet- 
ing, including the time of arrival of the 
American league delegation. 

While Johnson is unwilling to admit the 
present hitch may lead to a breaking off of 
the plans for peace, the fact remains there 
will be no peace conference unless the Na- 
tional league committee is given full power. 
Att any rate, the meeting will not now be held 
next Monday, but is likely to be postponed 
until Wednesday or Thursday. If it happens 
there is discord in the ranks of the old 
leaguers and an unwillingness to grant the 
requested authority, rather than merely a 
delay in securing the power, as Johnson 
thinks, the prospects for peace are anything 
but bright. 

When the American committee was ap- 
pointed at the special meeting here it was 
given full authority, with the understanding 


_ the rival committee would be so empowered, 


and the American league peace commission- 
ers have no permission to attend merely a 
talk it over meeting.

EMPLOYES OF STEEL TRUST 
DON’T WANT. TO BUY STOCK. 


Workmen at Homestead Plant See Ob- 
jections to Proposed Scheme of Profit 
Sharing. - | 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 1.—[Special.]—Em- 
ployés of the big Homestead plant of the 
United States Steel corporation, interviewed 
today as to the scheme of the concern to 
share its profits with its employés, expressed 
themselves as decidedly opposed to the prop- 
osition. 

The Homestead works employ about 7,000 
men who are entitled to the profit sharing 
by paying $62.50 for the preferred stock of 
the corporation. Of a score of these work- 
men who were questioned, not one favored 
the move, and each condemned it. 

One objection raised is that stock will 
not, be delivered to the employés for five 
years after he has purchased it, and if the 
workman leaves thé service of the corpora- 
tion before that time he loses his stock. 

The objectors claim that they assume all 
of the risk, while the corporation has the use 
of their money for five years. They assert

PRESIDENT HARPER DEFINES 
POLICY OF SEGREGATION. 


Head of the University of Chicago Ex- 
plains What the New Rule Is Ex 
pected to Accomplish. 


Segregation, as President Harper of the 
University of Chicago understands it, is set 
forth in the University Record, issued yes- 
terday. In defining his ideas President Har- 
per says in part: 

“The policy proposes the continuation of 
the separation which has already taken place 
in chapel assembly, with possibly an ex- 
tension in the matter of division lectures. 
It permits co-instruction in those courses 
offered to junior college students for which 
the registration is not sufficiently large to 
warrant division on an economical basis. 
For example, at the present time one-third 
of all the courses offered to junior college 
students, roughly speaking, will be offered 
to men, one-third to women, and one-third 
open to both men and women. . 

“Tt would mean that, as the members in- 
crease, the number of courses retained as co- 
instructional on grounds of economy would 
be diminished. The plan makes necessary 
the provision of separate classrooms and 
laboratories, just as now separate accommo- 
dations are arranged for work in physical 
culture. 

‘“‘The plan provides for the more thorough 
development of the house system, not only 
in the interest of those who are able to hold 
residence in university halls, but also for 
those who prefer to live at home or with 
friends outside of the university quadrang!és, 
it being understood that for the latter there 
shal! be provided study rooms and luncheon | 
rooms in accordance with the policy already 
recommended by the junior college faculty.” 


SCHOOL PENCILS“AID DISEASE. 


Agitation Against Their Indiscrimi- 
nate Use by Pupils May Follow Ac- 
tion by Boston Board of Health. 


Tie action of the Boston board of health 
in prohibiting the exchanging of pencils by 
schools pupils may cause another agitation 
by the Chicago board of education of the 
question of the spread of disease through 
the indiscriminate use of pencils. 

It has been repeatedly claimed by health 
officials and physicians that a large amount 
of diphtheria can be traced to the habit of 
children putting lead pencil points in their | 
mouths, and at one time the Chicago school . 
board gave the matter considerable atten- 
tion. but did not take any definite action. 

Since the agitation was made in the local | 
schools several devices have been practiced 
to prevent the use of one pencil by more 
than on¢ pupil. In many schools when the | 
public pencils are collected they are marked 
or placed in separate boxes, so that the one 
pencil always is returned to the same child. 
This has not entirely overcome the danger | 
of the spread of disease through the pencil, 
however, as it has not become a general 


practice.

THE CHICAGO DEATH RATE. 


‘ "he health department has a right to 
“+ * point with pride” to the low death rate in 


Ohicago. It has been instrumental in keeping 
down the rate by its vigorous measures 
against smallpox and its intelligent efforts 
to decrease the mortality emong children. 

The Chicago death gate for the year has 
been 14.49 per 1,000 of population, while 
the Philadelphia rate has been 17.85, that 
for Greater New York 18.25, and that for 
Boston 18.58. ‘The population of the city 
has not been overestimated in order to figure 
out a lower death rate. The assumed popu- 
lation probably is too small and the esti- 
mated death rate a trifle larger than it 
actually was. It is pleasing to learn that 
the waste of child life in Chicago is decreas- 
ing and is not so great here as it is in other 
cities. In this city the deaths of children 
under 5 years of age are 30.3 per cent of 
the total deaths. In Greater New York 
they are 36.2 per cent. 

The satisfaction derived from statistics 


Sw which prove that Chicago, with its lack of 


clean -streets, its smoky atmospheré, and 
other defects, gives children a better chance 


of life than they have.in other cities is 


tempered by the thought of the great num- 
ber of preventable deaths, especially among 
childreh. If the drinking water were purer. 
if sanitary precautions of all kinds were 
generally observed, and if infants were more 
wisely cared for by mothers than is the case 
often, there would be a decrease in mor- 
tality which would make the death rate for 
last year seem murderously high. 

The lowering of the death rate does not 


depend exclusively upon the greater know!- 


edge of physicians or the more scientific 
activity of sanitary officers. It depends 


langely upon the intelligent codperation of - 


the people. When they have been taught 
how to take care of themselves and their 
children the best results will be secured. 
‘The people must be educated in the art 
of prolonging life. The sanitary school- 


‘master must be unwearied in his labors. 


The Chicago health department understands 
_this and practices it. 
{HE PROPOSED COFFEE TRUST. 


_ The coffee producing countries ‘of this 
hemisphere, with a few insignificant excep- 


| tions, were represented at a coffee congress 
| which met in New York last October. There 


}is a crisis in the coffee industry. There is 
overproduction in some quarters, notably in 
Brazil. “If prices cannot be advanced many 
of the planters will be ruined. The most 


_important recommendation of the congress 


was that a national trust be established 


through the machinery of a treaty by which 


the coffee growing countries are to bind 
themselves to regulate and restrict exporta- 
tion so that it shall not outrun the just limits 
of consumption. It is assumed that the 
effect of this will be to raise prices consid- 
erably and keep them up. 
There is no doubt that the throwing of 
large surplus stocks of coffee on the market 


has an effect on prices which the consumer 


does not complain of but which the producer 


- does. If Brazil and other South and Central 


American states deem it advisable to forma 
coffee trust by regulating exportation there 
is nothing to prevent their doing so, but they 
cannot expéct the United States, which is a 
coffee consuming country and which grows 
“mone except in Porto Rico and Hawaii, to 
‘gnite with them in a project to raise the 


i price of coffee. The Russian government 


once suggested to that of the United States 
that they combine to keep up the price of 
wheat, of which they are both large pro- 
‘ducers. The proposition wasdeclined. The 
_American government did not see how it 
could go into a trust and repudiate its anti- 
trust policy. The suggestion of the coffee

‘ congress that this country go into a coffee 


trust cannot be entertained. 

Other recommendations of the congress 
are that only’ the best coffee be raised, that 
the shipment of poor or adulterated coffee 
be prevented, and that laws be enacted to 
stop the adulteration of coffee. These are 
unobjectionable recommendations and are 
feasible. The plan for the formation of an 
international coffee trust hardly will work.

It ig known to be 
infectious disease, and the desirability o 
the segregation of patients is appreciated 
It is conceded that by proper treatment th 
mortality from a disease which causes one 
seventh of all the deaths can be greatly r 
duced. A community which tolerates a pr 
ventable mortality is lacking in intelligence

The present general assembly may no 
make provision for a state sanitarium fo 
consumptives. Its members may not hav 
been educated up to the point where they 
appreciate its value. If this legislature 
does not take up the subject a future legis- 


‘lature will. But it isto be hoped that before 


a new state institution is established there 
will be legislation by virtue of which the 
proposed hospital will be a hospital only 
and not also a means for supplying political 
managers with more patronage. The value. 
to the community.of a hospital where the 
spoils system does not prevail is infinitely 
greater than that of a hospital where 
physicians and attendants are politica] ap- 
pointees. The merit system should be adopt- 
ed, so that the existing state institutions 
and new ones which may be established will 
reach the highest standard of efficiency. 


THE LATEST BOSTON NOTION. |

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

ONSUMPTION is one of the many 
flis that seem to be hereditary in 
ce of the royal families of Eu- 
rope, and the news that both Queen 
Marie Amelie of Portugal and her 

sister, Duchess Helene of Aosta, probably 
the two most beautiful women of the reign- 
ing houses of Europe, are threatened there- 
with and compelled to seek a warm climate 
for the winter doubtless will evoke the 
amemory of the fact that their father’s 
mother, a Lutheran princess of the Ger- 
man .dynasty of Mecklenberg-Schwerin, 
succumbed to tuberculosis of the lungs, 
and that their father, the late count of 
Paris, was so delicate that throughout the 
greater portion of his life he was forced 
to winter each year either in the south of 
France or in Spain. 

Queen Marie Amelie will, it is said, spend 
the ,rremainde?f of the cold season either in 
Egypt or else at Nice, Lisbon being by rea- 
son of the Atlantic mists and winds some- 
what trying for a person with weak lungs 
at this time of the year. With regard to 
Duchess Helen of Aosta, her cousin, King 
Victor Emmanuel, has placed at her dis- 
posal his estate of San Rossore, which I 
described the other day in these letters, 
and which, lying between Pisa and the 
Mediterranean, occupies one of the most 
sheltered portions of the coast. 


‘Duchess Helen has until now always been | 


a perfect picture of health and looked upon 
as a woman of such superb physique, pas- 
sionately devoted to hunting, fencing, driv- 
ing, and ot forms of sport, that the news 
of her beifg threatened with consumption 
has created genuine surprise mingled with 
regret among all those who had forgotten 
that she was the daughter of the late count 
of Paris and the granddaughter of the Pro- 
testant duchess of Orleans, and fears are 
expressed lest her children, who are at the 
present moment heirs presumptive to the 
Italian crown, should inherit this tendency 
to diseases of the chest. 

It may be remembered that King Victor 
Emmanuel refrained for many years from: 
marrying in consequence of his dread that 
owing to his puny physique any children 
born “to him would be weaklings, and as 
such a danger to the dynasty. His two 
little girls, however, are wonderfully vig- 
orous and healthy children, bidding fair to 
inherit their mother’s splendid constitution, 
whereas the children of the duke and duch- 
ess of Aosta, one of the handsomest and 
stateliest royal couples of Europe, are not 
only the reverse of strong, but, as I have 
just pointed out, threatened with their great- 
grandmother’s tendency to consumption. 

Among other reigning houses in which 
this malady is regarded with dread and 
upon which it has cast a blight, is the grand 
ducal dynasty of Baden, not only the crown 
prince of Baden, but likewise his sister, 
the crown princess of Sweden, being con- 
sumptive. Then there is the reigning house 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, to which the late 
duchess of Orleans belonged. The late grand 
duke for many years preceding his death, 
by sulcide, was compelled to invariably 
spend the winters in the south of France. 
Quite a large number of the members of 
the imperial family of Russia have suc- 
cumbed to consumption, including the late 
cezarina, her eldest son, the czarewitch Nich- 
olas, the present emperor’s brother, Grand 
Duke George, and his young cousin, Grand 
Duke Alexis. The grand, ducal house of 
Oldenburg is similarly afflicted. 

The suicide at Milan of George Polacco, 
Italian minister plenipotentiary in Bulgaria, 
serves to call attention to the rarity of mem- 
bers of the Jewish race in diplomacy. In 
spite of their being peculiarily well qualified 
from a mental and intellectua? point of view 
for this particular profession, it is but seldom. 
indeed that one finds in its ranks any man 


even with Jewish blood in his veins. Indeed, | 


the only three cases that I can recall are 
the self-slain Italian envoy to the court of 
Sofla, who was a scion of one of the oldest 
Jewish families .of Venice,.Baron Max Op- 
penheim, who is attached to the German 
legation in Egypt and who spent the sum- 
mer at Newport, and Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolff, until quite recently British ambassa- 
dor at Madrid, and whose father, a con- 
verted Jew, achieved so much celebrity as an 
intrepid central Asian explorer and’ mission- 
ary. | 

In connection with the recent inauguration 
of the great Nile dam at Assouan it is inter- 
esting to recall the fact that the first Buro- 
pean ship that ever sailed up the Nile as far 
as Assouan flew the papal flag and formed 
part of the navy of Pope Gregory XVI. The 
name. of the vessel in question was the 
Fedélta, which had been sent along with two 
others by the pontiff im question from Italy 
in order to take possession of the number of 
columns of alabaster which the old viceroy, 
Mehemed Ali, the founder of the present 
khedivial dynasty, had presented to the holy 


father for use in the restoration of the San | 
| the which were named ‘“* Hackman’s Solace,” 


Paolo Fuori le Mure Basilica at Rome. 

The two larger vessels did not ascend the 
Nile beyond Cairo, where they took on board 
the alabaster in question. But the Fedelta, 
being of much lighter draft, managed to 
make its way up the river as far as the Island 
of Philae, which it reached on Jan, 21, 1841, 
the papal flag being saluted by the Egyptian 
authorities there with twenty-one guns. To 


this day there remains a stone at Philae 


engraved with a record of the vigit of this, 
the first, European ship on the upper Nile, 
and a similer inscription .is likewise to be 
found in the ruins at the temple of Karnak, 
where the Fedelta touched on its way down 
stream.

For it 
was he who created so great a scandal by 
insisting that it was his prerogative as sov- 


ereign of Reuss and as father of his people 


to personally inflict at his palace the cor- 
poral punishment—that is to say, the birch- 
ings and canings—on all the schooiboys and 
schoolgirls who had been slated fordiscipline 
of this kind by their teachers. 

Im view of the fact that there is already 
a pronounced strain of insanity in the house 
of Saxe-Weimar through the late grand- 
duchess, whose Russian mother, a daughter 
of Czar Paul, dieda raving lunatic, the match 
js not one to be commended, or that inspires 
confidence. It had been generally expected 


that the grandduke, who is one of the wealth-' 


iest princes in Europe, would have married 
Princess Alice of England, Princess Beatrice.

Coercion Helps the Fight.

Down at Limerick now a formal investi- 
gation is being conducted of the case of T. 
O’ Flanagan, justice of the peace at Corofin, 
who, it is claimed, was driven insane as 
the result of imprisonment with four. months 
of the hardest kind of labor. He is now con- 
fined in the Limerick insane asylum. 

“Such results as that will make English- 
men think over the justice of this coercion 
rule, which never would be tolerated in 
England or in Scotiand for one minute,” said 
Mr. O’Brien. ‘“ Coercion will stir up Eng- 
land, and Englishmen, when they know the 
real facts in Ireland—tor they don't’ know 
them now—will see that justice is done.” 


Redmond on Coercion. 


John EB. Redmond, leader of the Irish par- 
lHamentary party, contends that chercion 
never will check the Irish fight.

Claims Coercion Is Just. 


* Coercion, as it is practiced, is merely en- 
forcement of a law which would be readily 
enforced in the United States—and is—if the 
need arose.

This ‘crimes bill"’ was 
passed when Arthur J. Balfour, present 
premier of the empire, had assumed the 
chief secretaryship for Lreland as successor

Provisions of Coercion Act. | 
The measure is brief, considering its scope 
and power, and provides that prosecution 
‘before a court ofsummary jurisdiction under 


this act may be instituted against any 


person: 

*“ Who shall take part In any criminal con- 
spiracy to compel or induge any person or 
persons either not to fulfill his or their legal 
obligations, or not to let, hire,. use, or. oc- 
cupy any band, or not to deal w.th, work for, 
or hire any person or persons in the ordinary 
course of trade; business, or occupation; or 
to interfere with the administration of the 
law; 

“ Any person who shall wrongfully and 
without legal authority use violence or in- 
timidation— 

(a) to or towards any person or persons 
with a view to cause any person Or persons 
either to do any act which such person or 


persons has or have a legal right to abstain’ 


from doing, or to abstain from doing any act 
which such person or persons has or havea 
legal right to do; or, 

*“*(b) to or towards any. person or persons 
in consequence, either of his or their having 
done any act which he or they had a legal 
right to do, or of his or their having ab- 
stained from doing any act which he or they 
had a legal right to abstain from doing; 

‘Any person who shall take part in any 
riot or unlawful assembly; or within twelve 


months after the executio® of any writ of 


possession of any house or land shall wrong- 
fully take or hold forcible possession of such 
house or land or any part thereof; or shall 
assault or wilfully and unlawfully resist or 
obstruct any sheriff, constable, bailiff; 
process server, or other minister of the law 
while in the execution of his duty, or shall 
assault him in consequence of such execu- 
tion; 

‘Any person who shall incite any other 
person to commit any of the offenses —— 
before mentioned.” 

Magistrates Stretch the Law. 

It must be admitted, however, that the 
magistrates frequently have stretched the 
interpretation of the meaning of English 
language to queer and extreme lengths to 
They 
have always made wide use of the old law of 
1630, which provides that magistrates can 
“take and arrest all those that they may 
find by indictment, or by suspicion, and to 
put them tin prison; and to make all of them 
that be not of good fame, where they shall 
be found, sufficient surety and mainprise for 
their good behavior towards the king and 
his people, and others duly to punish.’" It 
was under this sweeping measure, which can 
be turned a score of ways, that William Red- 
mond, M. P., was sent to Kilmainham prison.

coercion laws, but government officials in- 


sist that they have been most liberal. 


“Why, if the desire was expressed the 
entire United Irish league could be pro- 
claimed,”’ one Dublin castle official.

CONSUL AT BERLIN EXPLAINS 
GERMAN INDUSTRY. 


| 
Frank a Mason Describes the Manu- 
facture of a Cheap, Clean Fuel Out 
of Lignite, Peat, or Coal Dust—It 
Constitutes the Principal House- 
hold Fuel in Many Cities—Company 
Organized to Make Machinery for 
America and Advise Mine Owners. 
Briquette machinery, the apparatus for 
molding coal dust and peat into convenient 
form for fuel, has been the subject of much 
investigation in America within the last 
ew weeks. According to Frank H. Mason, 
jnited States consul genera! at Berlin, the 
orts to perfect such machinery in this 
ountry have not been successful, although 
y, France, and Belgium the de- 
velopments have been marked with much 
Success. « 
Mr. Mason believes that Americans should 
profit by the experience of the German in- 
vestigators. ‘*‘ There is no reason why any 
American operator or mine owner should 
risk a dollar in vague or hazardous experi- 
ments,” he writes, in a consular report from 
Berlin. “He has only to ascertain by ex- 
pert inquiry what his crude material con- 
1 


lains—whether or not it is adapted to prof- 

table conversion into briquettes, and, if so, 

by what process and machinery it oan be 
ost effectively trented.”’ 

Mr. Mason then desoribes the briquette in- 
ustry, as follows: 

**German briquette factories are divided, 
nh respect to the crude material employed, 
into two general groups—those which make 
household briquettes from brown coal (lig- 
hite) or carbonized peat, and those which 
produce the so-called ‘ industrie briquettes,’ 


using as basic material coal] dust or ‘ slack,’ 
the waste of bituminous coal mines. 

“ Household briquettes, as made in Ger- 
many from brown coal, peat, and to a small 
extent from anthracite dust, are used for 
grates, heating stoves, cooking stoves, and 
ranges, and constitute the principal house- 
hold fuel of German cities. They are clean 
to touch, kindle readily, burn with a clear, 
full fame, and are cheaper in Berlin, ton for 
ton, anthracite or good bituminous 
coal, 


* Briquettes for Commercial Use. 


* Industrial briquettes are used in Germany 
for firing locomotives and other steam boil- 
ers, for smelting in reverberatory furnaces, 


wand for many other kinds of industrial heat- 


ing. They are made of bituminous coal dust, 
held together by a matrix of mineral] pitch— 
that is, coal tar derived from retort coke 
ovens or gas manufacture, and from which 
the benzole and other valuable elements have 
been eliminated. 

There are in Germany 489 brown coal mines, 
which produced last year 44,211,902 tons of 
ignite, valued at $46,042,500, or a little more 
han $1 a ton. Of this whole number of 
nines, 181 have each from one to six briquette 
‘factories, in each of which from one to ten 
presses are employed. The whole brown coal 
rriquette industry of Germany includes 286 


tandard household briquette is about eight 
nches in length by four inches in width and 
wo inches thick, and is retailed and de- 
lvered in Berlin at prices ranging from $24 
ousand in summer to $2.50 in winter.”’ 
Parenthetically Mr. Mason sates that in 
ew.

Briquettes Made from Slack.

MILLIONS TO LIFT TRACKS 


WORK ORDERED IN 1902 ‘WILL 
COST ROADS $7,775,000. 


Four Ordinances Passed by City Coun- 
cil and Accepted by the Railways 
Providing for Elevation of 28.65 
Miles of Main Line and 165.40 of 
Other Road Bed, with Construction 
of 90 Subways—Eliminating Grade 
Orossings Decreases Accidents. 


Track elevation ordinances passed by the 
city council during 1902 will require an ex- 
penditure by the railroads affected of $7,- 
775,000, according to a review of*this work 
in the current number of the Railway Age. 
They represent a total of 28.65 miles of main 
track and 165.40 miles of other tracks, with 
the construction of ninety subways. 

Four ordinances were passed and accepted 
by the railroad companies.

Decrease in Ackidents. 

Supt. John O'Neill has prepared data 
showing the decrease in the percentage of 
deaths by railroad accidents from the year 
1891, before elevation was begun, through 
the year of 1901. In 1891, out of 1,467 deaths 
from violence, 801 were the result of railroad 
accidents. In 1901, out of a total of 1,674 
accidental deaths, 241 resulted from railroad. 
accidents. The percentage of deaths by 
railroad accidents to all deaths by accident 
was in 1891 21 per cent and in 1901 14 per 
cent, and the‘actual] number of deaths from 
railroad accidents has been reduced nearly 
20 per cent during the years since track 
elevation was commenced.
